Fresh.  Apples 

Iritroduct icn :     The  United  States  is  the  largest  producer  and  exporter 
of  apples  in  the  world.     Out  . of  a  total  of  roughly  450, 000, 000  apple  trees 
in  the  world,  one-ouarter  are  in  the  United  States.     The  United  States  pro- 
duced on  an average  in  the  5-year  periods,  1931-1935,  around  31  percent  of 
the  world  apple  production  of  about  500,000,000  busiiels .     Of  the  155,000,000 
bushels  of  apples  produced  in  the  United  States  on  an  average  in  this  period, 
around  84,000,000  bushels  (54  percent)  were  consumed  as  fresh  fruit,  about 
6,000,000  bushels  (4  percent)  were  canned,  roughly  3,000,000  bushels  (2  per- 
cent) were  used  for  making  brandy,  about  7,000,000  bushels  (4.5  percent)  were 
dried  and  evaporated,  and  around  55,000,000  bushels  (35.5  percent)  were  used 
for  other  apple  products  (including  vinegar  and  cider),  used  on  the  farm,  fed 
to  stock,  or  left  unharvested.     The  trend  of  apple  production  in  the  United 
States  has  been  downward  for  several  years  but  world  production  outside  the 
United  States  is  on  a  slightly  upward  trend,  particularly  dessert  apples. 
Tables  A-l  and  A- 2  show  the  world  plantings  and  production  and  table  A-3  gives 
the  United  States  and  Canadian  commercial  apple  crops  and  exports. 

Total  exports:     The  experts  of  12,200,000  bushels  of  fresh  apples  from 
the  United  States  in  the  1935-36  season,  July  to  June,  represented  a  sharp 
gain  over  the  preceding  season,  when  only  8,100,000  bushels  moved  into  export. 
Exports  represented  13  percent  of  the  commercial  apple  crop  compared  with  11 
percent  in  1934-35.    Exports  had  the  highest  value  since  1931-32,  amounting 
to  $18,212,000  compared  with  fill, 515, 000  in  1934-35.     The  unit  value  0f  #1.49 
a  bushel  was  slightly  higher  than  in  1934-35,  when  exports  had  an  average 
value  of  $1.43  per  bushel,  and  considerably  above  the  figure  of  $1.31  in 

1933-  34. 

The  recovery  in  exports  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  a  fairly  large 
American  apple  crop  coinciding  with  a  small  European  apple  crop   together  with 
somewhat  better  world  demand  conditions.    .The  increase  in  exports  of  apples 
to  tile  United  Kingdom  was  especially  heavy.     European  countries  took  88  per- 
cent of  the  exports  in  193  5-36  compared  with  87  percent  in  1934-55  and  86  per- 
cent in  the  5-year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31.     Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
amounted  to  6,120,000  bushels,  or  .50  percent  of  the  total,  compared  with 
3,379,000  bushels,  or  42  percent,  in  1934-55.    The  next  largest  quantity  of 
exports  went  to  France.    Exports  to  that  country  amounted  to  1,405,000  bushels, 
or  11.5  percent,  against  1,043,000  bushels  and  12.9  percent  in  1934-35. 
Belgium  supplied  an  outlet  for  1,080,000  bushels,  or  8.8  percent,  compared 
with  683,000  bushels,  or  8.5  percent  in  1934-35.    Around  809,000  bushels  were 
exported  to  the  Netherlands,  or  6.6  percent,  against  656,000  bushels,  or  8.1 
percent,  in  1934-35.    Exports  to  Germany  totaled  790,000  bushels,  or  6.5  per- 
cent, compared  with  609,000  bushels,  or  7,6  percent,   in  the  1934-35  season. 
There  has  been  a  heavy  drop  in  the  exports  to  Germany  as  can  he  seen  by  com- 
paring the  export  figures  of  3,216,000  bushels,  or  26.2  percent,  of  the  ex- 
ports of  apples  from  the  United  States  in  1933-34  with  the  exports  in  1934-35 
and  1935-36.    Exports  to  Sweden  also  showed  an  increase  amounting  to  390,500 
bushels,  or  3.2  percent,  compared  with  364,000  bushels,  or  4.5  percent,  in 

1934-  35. 
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'  About  12  percent  of  the  total  exports  of  12,239,000  "bushels,  or 
1,473,000  "bushels,  were  exported  to  countries  outside  of  Europe.     In  most 
instances  exports  were  larger  than  in  1934-35.     Six  countries  took  over 
100,000  "bushels  each.     These  countries  were:     Canada,  with  236,000  "bushels 
or  over  twice  as  much  as  the  exports  of  1934-35;  Brazil,  with  157,000  "bushels;  , 
Argentina,  with  156,000  "bushels;  Palestine,  with  145,000  "bushels;  Egypt,  with 
112,000  "bushels;  and  the  Philippines  with  104,000  bushels.     The  remainder  of 
the  exports  went  to  a  long  list  of  countries,   the  most  important  of  which 
were  Cud a,  British  India,  Hongkong,  Panama,  British  Malaya,  and  the  Nether- 
lands India.    Additional  information  can  he  secured  by  referring  to  tables 
on  pages  A- 3  and  A-4. 

Exports  of  apples  from  the  United  States  are  not  available  by  states 
of  origin  as  they  are  in  Canada  and  Australia,  but,  due  to  the  types  of  con- 
tainers used,  it  is  possible  to  shc^  the  exports  of  apples  grown  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  states  and  in  the  Atlantic  0Oast  states.     With  the  exception 
of  a  small  quantity  of  apples  packed  in  Idaho,  the  Pacific  Coast  pack  is  all 
put  "cyp  in  "bushel  "boxes.     On  the  Atlantic  Coast,   the  principal  containers 
used  are  the  3-bushel  barrel  and  the  "bushel  basket.     Considerable  packing  is 
done  in  bushel  crates  in  the  New  England  states  brat  very  few  of  these  move 
into  export . 

Apples  were  exported  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  states  in  barrels  for 
generations  before  the  Pacific  Coast  states  were  settled.     Consequently  ex- 
ports in  barrels  comprised  the  bulk  of  the  exports  for  manv  years.     It  was 
not  until  after  the  World  War  that  exports  of  apples  in  boxes  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  became  important.     The  export  movement  in  boxes  from  the  Pacific  Coast, 
parti cularlv  the  Pacific  Northwest,  grew  rapidly  and  since  the  1926-27  season 
such  exports  have  continuously  been  larger  than  the  exports  from  the  Atlantic 
Coast  states. 

Even  the  chief  source  of  the  apples  exported  from  the  Atlantic  Coast 
states  has  shifted  from  the  New  England  states  and  New  York  to  the  Shenandoah- 
Cumberland  Vallev  of  Virginia, .West  Virginia,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania.  Out 
of  the  total  apple  exports  of  12,200,000  bushels  in  1935-36,  55  percent  came 
from  the  Pacific  Coast  and  45  -oercent  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  compared  with 
8,100,000  bushels  in  1934-35,   of  which  70  percent  was  in  boxes  from  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  33  percent  in  barrels  and  baskets  from  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
See  table  A-3  for  additional  information. 

Boxes:     Exports  of  apples  in  boxes,  which  were  largely  grown  in  Wash- 
ington,  Oregon,   California,  and  Idaho,  amounted  to  6,711,000  boxes  valued  at 
$9,814,000  compared  with  5,715,000  boxes  and  $8,071,000  in  the  1934-35  season. 
Although  the  increase  in  the  exports  of  boxed  apples  was  17  percent  over 
1934-35,   the  total  was  small  as  compared  with  the  8,750,000  boxes  exported  on  an 
average  in  the  last  decade.     Exports  in  1935-36  represented  19.1  percent  of 
the  commercial  boxed  apple  crop  against  15.7  percent  of  the  crop  in  1934-35. 
The  largest  proportion  of  the  boxed  apple  crop  exoorted  was  in  the  1933-34 
season  when  the  proportion  reached  27.5  percent.     Boxes  had  an  export  value  of 
$1.46  in  1935-36,   or  the  highest  value  since  the  1931-32  season. 
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Of  the  6,711,000  "boxes  exported  in  1935-36,   5,495,000,   or  82  percent, 
went  to  European  countries  and  1,216,000  boxes,  or  18  percent,   to  other  coun- 
tries.    Exports  to  most  countries  were  larger  than  in  1934-35.  However, 
there  was  a  decline  in  the  exports  of  "boxed  apples  to  Belgium,   Sweden,  Norway, 
Denmark,  Poland,  and  China.     Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to 
2,402,000  "boxes,   or  36  percent,   of  the  total.     About  1,209,000  boxes,   or  18 
percent,  were  exported  direct  to  France;  773,000  boxes,   or  11.5  percent,  were 
exoorted  to  the  Netherlands;   and  704,000  boxes,   or  10.5  percent,  were  exported 
to  Germany.     No  other  countries  took  as  much  as  200,000  boxes.     Less  important 
receiving  countries  were:     Sweden,  193,000;  Canada,  168,000;  Brazil,  148,000; 
Palestine,  142,000;  Egypt,  112,000;  and  the  Philipoines,  104,000  boxes.  The 
raoid  increase  in  the  exports  of  boxed  apples  to  Palestine  and  Egypt  con- 
tinued.    Exoorts  to  these  two  countries  have  shown  a  steady  increase  since 
1931-32.     Exoorts  of  apoles  in  boxes  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A-5. 

Barrels:     Exoorts  of  barreled  apples  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  states 
increased  substantiallv  in  the  1935-36  season,  amounting  to  1,433,000  barrels, 
which  amount  was  larger  than  the  exports  of  either  of  the  past  two  seasons. 
Exports  were  valued  at  $6,188,000  compared  with  $2,993,000" in  1934-35,  and 
$4,046,000  in  1933-34.     The  -unit  value  of  the  exoorts  was  $4.20  compared  with 
$4.30  in  1934-35,  and  S3. 87  a  barrel  in  1933-34.     The  proportion  of"  the 
barreled  apple  crop  (barrels  and  baskets)  exported,   or" 9.3  percent,  was  the 
largest  since  1932-33,  when  11.3  percent  moved  into  export." 

Practicallv  all  of  the  exports  of  apples  in  barrels  go  to  Europe.  Out 
of  the  total  exports  of  1,473,000  barrels  in  1935-36,  1,407,000  barrels,  or 
95.5  percent,  went  to  Europe  and  66,000  barrels,   or  4.5  percent,  to  all  other 
countries.     The  two  outstanding  markets  for  barreled  apples  are  the  United 
Kingdom,   and  Belgium.     Exoorts  to  the  United  Kingdom  in" 1935-36  totaled 
999,000  barrels,   or  68  percent  of  the  total  exoorts.     Exports  to  Belgium 
amounted  to  255,000  barrels,   or  17  percent  of  the  total."   The  next  most  im- 
portant outlets  for  apples  in  barrels  are  Sweden,  France,   C-ermanv,  and  Argen- 
tina.    Exports  to  these  countries  ranged  between  the  64,000  barrels  exported 
to  Sweden  and  the  27,000  barrels  exported  to  Argentina.     See  table  A-6  for 
exports  of  apples  in  barrels. 

Baskets:     Exports  of  apples  in  baskets  from  the  Atlantic  states  were 
the  largest  on  record  in  1935-36.     Total  exports  amounted  to  1,109,000 
baskets  compared  with  261,000  in  1934-35  and  to  541,000  baskets  in  1933-34, 
the  largest  previous  vear  for  which  official  records  are  available.  Exports 
were  worth  $2,209,000  against  $451,000  in  1934-35  and  $541,000  in  1933-34. 
The  unit  yalue  of  the  exports  in  1935-36  was  $1.99  against  $1.73  in  1934-35 
and  $1.59, per  bushel  in  1933-34. 

Wijfn  the  exception  of  Canada,  practically  all  of  the  exports  went  to 
European  countries,  particularly  the  United  Kingdom,  Belgium,  and  France. 
About  65  percent  of  the  total  exports  of  1,109,000  baskets  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  20  percent  to  Belgium,   8  percent  to  France,   4  percent  to  Canada, 
and  3  percent  to  all  other  countries.     Most  of  the  increase  in  the  exports 


went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Exports  to  that  country  in  1935-36  reached 
720,000  baskets  compared,  with  68,000  in  1934-35,  and  78,000  "baskets  in  1933-34. 
Exports  of  armies  in  "baskets  are  shown  in  table  A-7. 

The  basket  type  of  package  is  not  vet  verv  well  known  in  Europe  although 
it  has  been  used  to  some  extent  for  exporting  apples  for  about  ten  years. 
Shipments  to  Europe  in  baskets  were  heavy  in  1930-31  but,  due  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  packages  on  arrival,  importers  formed  a  very  -ooor  opinion  of  the 
basket  as  a  container.    Part  of  the  trouble  was  due  to  using  round  bottom 
baskets  which  simply  lacked  the  strength  to  stand  up  under  the  many  handlings 
necessarv  before  tne  fruit  reached  the  consumer  and  r>artlv  due  to  ooor  stow- 
ing aboard  ships. 

Eoll owing  the  unsatisfactory  experience  of  using  round-bottom  baskets 
for  exporting  armies  in  1930-31,  exoorters  generally  adopted  a  stronger  -pack- 
age and  results  were  more  satisfactory.     However,  many  longshoremen,  porters, 
and  other  handlers  have  not  learned  that  one  basket  cannot  be  placed  directly 
on  top  of  another  without  crushing  .the  fruit.     Consequently,   the  tiers  of 
baskets  must  be  staggered.     That  is  to  spy,  in  piling  baskets,  each  new  tier 
must  be  shifted  to  the  right  or  left  of  the  centers  of  the  baskets  in  the  tier 
below  so  that  the  weight  of  the  new  tier  of  ba.skets  falls  on  the  sides  of  the 
ba.skets  in  the  tier  belo^  and  not  directly  on  the  bulge  at  the  center  of  the 
lid.     Improper  handling  and  stowing  caused  considerable  damage  to  baskets  in 
1935-36,  which  was  parti  v  due  to  the  shortage  of  cargo  space  on  the  shi^s. 
Many  ba.skets  were  also  sent  common  stowage  and  as  a  result  of  the  long  trip 
in  hot  holds,  or  chambers,  arrived  in  poor  condition  at  the  point  of  destination. 

Seasonal  movement:     Apples  are  exported  from  the  United  States  the  vear 
around.     The  season  opens  in  July  with  the  exports  of  modest  quantities  of 
early  varieties  such  as  Williams  Red,  G-ravens tein,   and  Yellow  Transparent,  to 
be  augmented  in  August  with  Duchess,  Wealthy,  and  Grimes;  b^  September  a  host 
of  varieties  are  ready  for  market  but  the  most  popular  export  varieties  are 
Jonathan,  York  Imperial,  Gravenstein,  Bonum,  Wealthy,  Grimes,  Northwestern 
Greening,  and  Delicious;  exporting  is  in  full  swing  by  October,  when  the  har- 
vest of  the  late-keeping  apples  such  as  Wines an,  Yellow  Newtown,  Ben  Davis, 
Black  Twig,  and  Rome  Beauty  takes  place;   the  upward  trend  in  exports  generally 
reaches  its  peak  in  November  or  December,  although  there  has  been  a.  tendency 
in  recent  years  for  the  high  point  of  the  season  to  be  later;  exnorts  usually 
continue  fairly  heavy  in  January  and  Februarv  but  start  to  decline  raoidlv 
from  March  until  the  end  of  the  season  in  June. 

During  the  1935-36  season  the  export  moverent  was  similar  to  that  of 
the  pre-depression  vears  in  that  the  peak  exports  were  reached  before  the 
turn  of  the  year.     The  table  on  page  A-10  gives  the  seasonal  movement  of 
fresh  apples,  pears,   and  grapes  from  the  United  States.     The  export  movement 
of  apples  by  months  and  container  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A-8. 

Exports  bv  Customs  Districts:     New  York  City  retained  the  first  place 
as  an  aople-exoorting  port  that  she  regained  from  Seattle  last  year.  The 
predominance  of  New  York  as  an  apple  port  was  more  marked  in  1935-36  than  it

had  been  since  1931-32.     Seattle  was  second;  Portland,   Oregon,  third;  San 
Francisco,  fourth;  and  Baltimore,  fifth  as  oorts  of  exoort.     There  was  a 
sham  increase  in  the  exports  of  angles  from  Baltimore  in  1935-36.     Out  of 
the  total  exoorts  of  12,240,000  "bushels,   51  percent  cleared  through  New  York 
City,  23  oercent  left  from  Seattle,  12  percent  were  exnorted  from  Portland, 
5  -oercent  were  loaded  at  San  Francisco,  4  oercent  cleared  Baltimore,  and  5 
percent  were  exnorted  by  boat  from  other  oorts  or  by  rail  across  the  Canadian 
and  Mexican  borders. 

Exoorts  of  a.oples  through  New  York  City  originate  in  all  ports  of  the 
country.    Exoorts  consist  of  western  boxed  apoles  and  eastern  barreled  or 
basket  aooles.     The  aooles  exoorted  from  Seattle,  Portland,  and  San  Francisco 
are  grown  near  the  oorts  and  are  oacked  in  boxes.     The  aooles  exoorted  from 
Baltimore  are  grown  in  the  Shenandoah- Cumberland  Valley  section  and  consist 
of  barrels  and  baskets.     The  table  on  oage  A-9  gives  the  exoorts  of  aoples 
by  containers  and  oorts. 

Dried  and  Conned  Aooles  and  Sauce . 

Dried  aooles:  Exoorts  of  dried  aooles  showed  a.  sham  increa.se  in  the 
1935-35  exoort  season,  July  to  June.  Total  exoorts  amounted  to  16,285  short 
tons  comoared  with  11,747  short  tons  in  1934-55  and  18,669  short  tons  in 

1933-  34.     Exoorts  were  valued  at  ^2,718,000  against  $2,151,000  in  1934-35 
and  $3,206,000  in  the  previous  vear.     The  unit  exoort  value  of  $167  oer  short 
ton  was  less  than  in  1934-35,  when  it  was  $183, and  also  less  than  the  value 
of  $172  in  the  previous  year. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  dried  ar>ple  crop  is  exoorteci..     The  exoorts  of 
16,285  short  tons  in  1935-36  reoresent  roughly  70  percent  of  the  total  produc- 
tion of  dried  aoples  in  the  United  States.     On  an  average  in  the  last  ten 
years  about  67  oercent  of  the  dried  aople  crop  has  been  exoorted.     In  addition 
to  dried  aooles,   there  is  a  considerable  trade  in  dried  aople  waste,  oeelings, 
and  pomace.     See  table  on  page  6    for  production  and  exoorts  of  dried  apples. 

For  many  years  Germany  was  the  principal  market  for  dried  aoole  exoorts. 
However,  due  to  strict  exchange  regulations  instituted  in  the  last  two  seasons, 
exports  have  declined  heavily.  Total  exoorts  of  dried'  aoples  to  Germany  in  the 
1935-36  season  totaled  3,333  short  tons  comoared  with  4,704  short  tons  in 

1934-  35  and  9,986  short  tons  in  1933-34.     Whereas  exports  to  Germany  declined 
in  1935-36,  exports  to  practicall--  all  other  important  markets  were  larger. 
The  increase  in  the  exoorts  to  the  Netherlands,  France,  Sweden,  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  particularly  marked.     Out  of  the  total  exports  of  16,285  short 
tons  in  1935-36,  4,678  short  tons,  or  29  oercent,  went  to  the  Netherlands; 
3,333  short  tons,  or  20  percent,  to  Germany,   3,148  short  tons  or  19  oercent 

to  France;  1,934  short  tons,   or  12  percent,   to  Sweden;  1,264  short  tons,  or 
8  nercent,   to  the  United  Kingdom;  and  1,928  short  tons,   or  12  oercent,   to  all 
other  countries.     Outside  of  Eurooe  the  most  imoortant  ma.rkets  are  Palestine 
and  Canada.     Exoorts  to  Canada  jumped  from  21  short  tons  in  1934-35  to  142 
short  tons  in  1935-36.     Exoorts  to  Palestine  have  increased  steadily  from  13 
short  tons  in  1929-30  to  210  short  tons  in  1935-36.     Dried  apples  are  exoorted 
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from  the  United  States  in  every  month  of  the  year  "but  the  movement  is  gener- 
ally heaviest  after  the  new  crop  comes  cn  the  market  in  September  and  on 
through  January  and  February .     Experts  of  dried  apples  by  countries  are  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  A- 14.

Canned  apples  and  sauce:       Exports  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  in  the 
1935-36  season,  July  to  June,  were  the  heaviest  of  the  last  7  years.  Total 
exports  amounted  to  431,779  cases  of  50  pounds  compared  with  269,338  cases 
in  1934-35  and  210,863  cases  in  1933-34.     Exports  had  a  total  value  of 
$910,000  against  $578,000  in  1934-35  and  $406,000  in  1933-34.     The  unit  value 
of  the  exports  was  S2.ll  per  case  against  $2.15  in  1934-35  and  $1.93  in 
1933-34.     The  proportion  of  the  canned  apple  and  sauce  pack  exported  is 
rather  small.    Out  of  the  total  1935  pack  of  about  4,393,000  cases,  about 
10  percent  was  exported.     The  table  A-15    gives  the  canned  apple  and  sauce 
pack,   exports,  and  proportion  of  the  cron  exported. 

As  is  the  case  with  most  canned  fruit  exports,  the  United  Kingdom 
is  by  far  the  most  important  outlet.     Out  of  the  431,779  cases  exported  in 
1935-36  the  United  Kingdom  took  407,354  cases,  or  94.3  percent.     Exports  to 
other  countries  were  as  follows:     The  Irish  Free  State,   13,371  cases,  or 
3.1  percent;  the  Philippines,  2,814  cases,  or  .7  percent;   Canada,  2,039 
cases,  or  .5  percent;  the  Netherlands,   1,823  cases,  or  .4  percent;  Fanama, 
1,302  cases,  or  .3  percent;  and  all  other  countries,  3,071  cases,  or  .7 
percent.     Experts  are  fairly  uniform  the  year  around.     The  heaviest  months 
of  exports  are  usually  October  to  March.     The  table  on  page  A-15  gives  the 
exports  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  by  countries  and  months. 
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FlfcESH  FEARS 

Summary:     Total  exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  in  the 
1935-36  season,  July  to  June,  amounted  to  2,433,000  bushels  valued  at 
$4,801,000  compared  with  2,006,000  bushels  and  $3,682,000  in  1934-35.  Ex- 
ports during  1935-36  were  the  second  largest  on  record  and  were  only  ex- 
ceeded by  the  total  movement  of  2,693,000  bushels  valued  at  $6,614,000  in 
the  1930-31  season.     About  15  percent  of  the  pears  used  for  fresh  consump- 
tion in  the  United  States  were  exported  in  1935-36.     Although  exports  were 
almost  25  percent  larger  than  in  1934-35,  the  same  unit  value  of" $1.93  per 
bushel  prevailed. 

In  appraising  the  importance  of  pear  exports  to  the  near  industry, 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  exports  of  pears  in  all  forms. 

As  much  as  one-quarter  of  the  American  -pear  crop  is  exported  in  the 
fresh,  canned,  or  dried  state.     In  the  1935-35  season,  the  oroportion  of 
the  total  pear  crop  exported  was  24.1  percent  compared  with  19.0  percent 
in  1934-35  and  25.6  percent  in  1933-34.     Exports  of  fresh  pears  in  the 
1935-36  season  amounted  to  around  2,500,000  bushels,  experts  of  canned  pears 
were  equal  to  1,600,000  bushels  of  fresh  fruit,  and  exports  of  dried  pears 
WSr^  eq^"al  t0  atout  1>000,°Z0  bushels  of  fresh  fruit,  making  a  total  of 
5,300,000  bushels  of  fresh  fruit,  or  24.1  percent  of  the  crc p  exported. 
Consequently,   it  can  be  seen  that  the  export  outlet  is  of  utmost"  importance 
to  the  pear  industry  of  the  United  States.     The  table  on  Page  A- 16  gives 
more  complete  information  on  the  utilization  of  the  pear  crop. 

Pract ically  all  of  the  fresh  pears  and  pear  products  exported  from 
the  United  States  are  produced  in  the  three  Pacific  Coast  states.     Hew  York 
is  about  the  only  state  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  which  exports  pears  in  ap- 
preciable quantities  and  these  generaJ-ly  are  less  than  2  percent  of  the 
total  quantity  of  fresh  pears  exported  from  the  United  States.     Exports  of 
fresh  and  canned  pears  originate  in  California,  Washington,  and  Oregon  but 
all  of  the  dried  pear  exports  are  produced  in  California. 

.     gxports  by  countries:      Of  the  2,433,000  bushels  of  pears  exported 
in  1935-35,  about  three-f curths  went  to  Europe  ar.d  one-fourth  to  other 
countries.     The  outstanding  market  is  the  United  Kingdom,  which  country 
takes  over  half  of  the  .exports.     Prance,   Canada,   Sweden,  and  tho  Netherlands 
are  also  important  outlets.     Sizeable  amounts  have  gone  to  Brazil  for  a 
number  of  years.     In  recent  years  Palestine  and  Egypt  have  rapidly  increased 
their  takings  of  pears  until  now  they  stand  seventh  and  eighth  'in  importance, 
respectively.     Out  of  the  2,483,000  bushels  shipped  to  foreign  countries  in 
1935-36,  47  percent  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,   16  percent  to  France,  16 
percent  to  Canada,  5  percent  to  Sweden,  4  percent  to  the  Netherlands,  3  per- 
cent to  Brazil,  2  percent  to  Palestine,  2  percent  to  Egypt,  and  5  percent  to 
all  other  countries.     Exports  to  practically  all  markets  of  importance  are 
shown  in  the  t^ble  on  page  A- 17. 

Exports  of  pears  generally  begin  in  July  with  California  Bart  let t  and 
increase  in  August  when  the  Hardy  variety  ripens.     The  total  volume  in  August 
is  augmented  by  exports  of  Bart  let t  from  Oregon  and  Washington.  California 


C large an  and  Howell  start  to  move  cut  in  September  to  be  followed  by 
Anjou  and  3osc.     The  same  varieties  start  to  move  out  of  Oregon  and 
Washington  a  fortnight  or  so  later.     The  last  variety  to  be  shipped  in 
volume  is  Winter  Nelis  although  some  faster  Beurre  and  Morceau  are  also 
shipped  as  late  as  March.     The  peak  month  of  experts  is  usually  October, 
during  which  month  25  to  40  percent  of  the  export  movement  occurs.  Exports 
of  fresh  pears  by  months  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A-10  and  exports 
by  months  and  countries  for  the  1935-36  season  are  given  in  the  table  on 
page  A- 18. 

Experts  by  ports:     Exports  of  Dears  nave  tended  to  shift  in  recent 
years  to  ports  adjacent  to  the  place  of  growth  of  the  pears.     Frior  to  the 
depression  New  York  City  was  the  most  important  port  of  export.     Fears  were 
shipped  by  rail  to  New  York  and  then  by  boat  to  Europe-     Starting  with  the 
1931-32  season,  however,  and  continuing  to  the  present,   large  quantities  of 
pears  nave  been  shipped  direct  by  water  to  the  ports  of  destinations.  Since 
that  time  San  Francisco  has  usually  been  the  most  important  port  of  export. 
However,  during  the  1935-36  season,  Fortland,  Oregon,  ranked  first.  Exports 
of  pears  by  water  during  1935-36  were  around  2,086.000  bushels  of  which 
37  percent  cleared  from  Portland,  2?  percent  from  Seattle,  20  percent  from 
San  Francisco,   15  oercent  from  New  York  and  1  percent  from  all  ether  ports. 
The  table  on  page  A- 19  shows  the  exports  of  fresh  pears  by  ports  and  also 
by  container. 

DBI3D  AND  CANNED  PEARS  AW  MIXED  FRUIT 

rr ied  pears :     Exports  of  dried  pears  from  the  United  States  in  the 
1935-36  season,  July  to  June,   totaled  3,780  short  tons  valued  at  $582,000 
compared  with  2,843  short  tons  and  $431,000  in  1934-35.     Despite  larger 
exports  in  1935-36  the  unit  value  of  $154  a  ton  was  slightly  higher  than 
in  1534-35,  when  it  was  $152  a  ton.     In  addition  to  the  exports  of  straight 
dried  jjears  a  considerable  quantity  of  dried  pears  is  exported  in  the  form 
of  dried  salad  fruit  or  compete.     Dried  salad  mixes  generally  are  made  up 
of  two  parts  prunes  and  one  part  each  of  pears,  apricots  and  peaches.  Ex- 
ports of  dried  salad  fruit  -mounted  to  7,236  short  tons  in  1935-36  and  were 
valued  at  $838,770  against  5,698  short  tons  in  1934-35  and  C785,651. 
Assuming  that  20  percent  of  the  dried  salad  fruit  is  pears,   the  total  ex- 
ports of  dried  pears  in  1935-36  become  5,227  short  tons  compared  with 
3,983  short  tons  in  1934-35.     Since  the  average  production  rf  dried  pears 
in  California  in  the  5-year  period  1931  to  1935  was  5,200  short  tons,  it 
can  be  seen  that  practicailv  the  entire  dried  pear  output  is  exported.  A 
very  hign  proportion  of  the  mixed  dried  fruit  pack  is  exported. 

As  is  the  case  with  most  fruits,  European  countries  provide  the 
chief  export  outlet  for  dried  pots  and  dri^d  salad  fruit.     Of  the  3,730 
short  tons  of  dried  pears  exported  in  1935-36,  43  percent  went  to  France, 
17  percent  to  the  United  Kingdom,   13  percent  to  the  Netherlands,   8  per- 
cent to  Sweden,   7  percent  to  Germany,  4  percent  to  Canada,  2  percent  to 
Finland,   1  percent  to  Palestine,   1  percent  to  Belgium,   and  4  percent  to 
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all  other  countries.    Up  to  the  1934-35  season  when  Germany  adopted  very 
stringent  exchange  regulations,   that  country  was  the  most  important  market. 
Dried  pears  are  exported  the  year  around  hut  the  heaviest  movement  generally 
occurs  from  September  to  March.     The  table  on  page  A-20  shows  the  exports 

01  dried  pe-rs  by  countries  and  the  dried  near  product  ion  is  given  on 
page  A- 16. 

Exports  of  fruit  compote,  or  mixed  dried  fruits,  are  largely  made 
to  Sweden.     The  exports  of  7,236  short  tons  made  during  the  1935-36  season 
were  as  follows:     4,993  short  tons,  or  69  percent,  to  Sweden;   652  short 
tons,   or  9  percent,  to  the  United  Kingdom;  490  short  tons,  or  7  percent, 
to  France;  259  short  tons,  or  4  percent,   to  Norway;   167  short  tons,  or 

2  percent,  to  Germany;  and  675  short  tons,  or  9  percent,  to  all  ether 
countries.     The  most  important  of  the  latter  were  the  Netherlands,  Palestine 
Denmark,   China,  and  the  Irish  Free  State.     Exports  of  dried  fruit  compote 

by  countries-  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A-21. 

Canned  pears:     Exports  of  canned  pears  are  more  important  than  the 
exports  of  either  fresh  or  dried  pears.     Exports  in  the  1935-36  season  were 
T^rSV0  1'646'000  cases  (50  lbs.,   containing  24  No.  2-1/2  cans)  valued 
at  ifrt).,  695,000  compared  with  1,428,000  cases  and  $5,376,000  in  1934-35. 
The  expert  value  of  S3. 46  per  ca.se  was  slightly  lower  than  in  1934-35  but 
above  tne  *3.08  per  case  in  the  1933-34  season.     Exports  of  canned  pears 
were  well  maintained  even  during  the  depression  vears  and  in  1935-36  were 
near  record  proportions.     Just  as  in  the  case  of  dried  pears,  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  canned  pears  is  exported  in  the  form  of  canned  sal^d  or 
cocktail  mixes.     Assuming  that  26  percent  of  the  canned  salad  fruit  ex- 
ported is  pears,   the  export  figures  shown  above  would  have  to  be  increased 
210,000  cases  in  1935-36  and  162,000  cases  in  1934-35  in  order  to  show  the 
total  quantity  of  canned  pears  exported.     However,   the  two  Packs,  canned 
pears  and  canned  salad  fruit,  are  considered  as  separate  packs.  'Except 
lor  some  canned  fruits  such  as  pineapple  which  may  be  added  to  the  mixture, 
canned  salad  fruit  is  largely  prepared  from  fresh  fruit  during  the  summer 
montns.     Almost  one-third  of  the  canned  pear  pack,  which  averages  about 
4, 500, 000 ^ cases  a.  year,   is  exported.     Probably  as  much  as  half  of  the  canned 
salad  fruit  is  exported  in  some  seasons. 

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  outstanding  foreign  market  for  both  canned 
pears  and  canned  salad  frait.     Out  of  the  total  exports  of  canned  pears  in 
1935-36  of  1,646,000  cases,   1,554,000  or  94  percent  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom.     The  second  most  important  market  was  the  Irish  Eree- State,  which 
took  20,000  cases,  and  the  third  most  important  outlet  was  Cuba  with 
14,000  cases.     Exports  of  canned  pears  are  heavy  during  the  7-month  period 
September  to  March,  but  some  exports  are  made  during  all  months  of  the 
marketing  year.     Exports  of  canned  pears  to  other  countries  are  shown  in 
tne  table  on  page  A-22.     The  production  of  canned  pears  is  given  on  page 
A-16. 

Around  609,000  cases  of  canned  salad  fruit  were  exported  during 
the  1935-36  season,  or  the  largest  quantity  on  record.  Of  this  amount 
725,000  cases  or  90  percent  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Ojiantities  sent 
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to  other  countries  were  light.     Tne  Irish  Free  State  is  usually  the  next 
most  important  outlet  and  in  1935-35  took  about  13,000  cases.     With  the 
exception  of  the  exports  to  France,  which  amounted  to  11,000  cases,  no 
other  country  took  over  10,000  cases.     Exports  of  canned  salad  fruit  "by 
countries  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A-23. 

FRESH  SHAPES 

Total  exports  of  fresh  graces  during  the  1935-36  season  (July  to 
June)  amounted  to  18,676  short  tons  compared  with  17, 856  .short  tons  in 

1934-  35  »nd  13,344  short  tons  in  1930-34.     Exports  were  valued  at 
$1,536,000  in  1935-36  against  $1,569,000  in  1934-35  and  $987,000  in  1933-34. 
The  export  value  of  $84.90  per  ton  in  1935-35  was  slightly  lower  than  the 
$87.87  which  prevailed  in  1934-35  hut  higher  than  in  any  year  since  1931-32 
when  exports  were  worth  $100.29  per  short  ton. 

Practically  all  of  the  fresh  grapes  exported  are  produced  in 
California.     It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  determine  the  proportion  of  the 
fresh  grape  crop  of  California,  that  is  exported  in  the  fresh  state  since 
the  amount  used  as  table,  wine  and  raisin  grapes  is  not  clearly  defined. 
However,   in  the  last  5  years  exports 'h^ve  constituted  about  5  percent  of 
the  production  of  table  grapes.     Experts  of  raisins  have  formed  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  the  production  of  raisins,  amounting  to  as  much  as 
one-third  of  the  crop  in  some  ye^rs. 

Out  of  the  totpl  exports  of  18,676  short  tons  of  fresh  grapes  in 

1935-  36,  51.1  percent  went  to  Canada,   17.0  percent  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
4.7  percent  to  Cuba.,  4.1  percent  to-  the  Philippines,  3.1  percent  to  Hong- 
kong, 2.9  percent  to  Mexico,   1.9  percent  to  Ceylon,   1.5  percent  to  New 
Zealand,   1.4  percent  to  British  India,   1.3  percent  to  Netherlands  India, 
1.2  percent  to  Panama.,  and  9.8  percent  to  all  other  countries.     For  many 
years  Canada,  and  other  nearby  countries  such  as  Mexico  and  Cuba,  supplied 
the  chief  foreign  outlets  for  fresh  grapes.     It  was  not  until  the  1930-31 
season  that  exports  were  made  to  Europe  on  an  important  scale.     Since  that 
year  exports  to  Europe,  particularly  to  the  United  Kingdom,  have  tended 

to  become  more  important.    Outside  of  Canada  the  United  Kingdom  is  by  fa.r 
the  most  important  export  market  for  fresh  grapes.     See  table,  page  A-24. 

The  slignt  decline  in  the  exports  of  grapes  in  1935-36  as  compared 
with  the  former  season  is  largely  due  to  a  drop  in  the  exports  to  countries 
in  the  Ear  East.     A  heavy  decline  occurred  in  the  exoorts  to  Er it ish  Malaya, 
China,  and  the  Philippines. 

The  bulk  of  the  fresh  grape  exports  are  made  in  tne  5-month  period 
August  to  December.  The  peak  month  for  exports  is  generally  November  but 
occasionally  the  heaviest  exports  are  made  in  October.  Exports  of  grapes 
by  months  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A- 10.
